25  lead  with  seventy  per  cent,  of  lard  is  a  suitable  proportion  for  average  cases. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  inven¬ 
tion,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  1 

claim  is  : 

An  ointment  for  hemorrhoids  formed  of  or  containing  carbonate  of  lead  commonly 
30  called  white  lead.
